OITER 


A goiter is a vicious thing, but the vast majority can be successfully cured, 
if steps are taken in time. Generally speaking, there are two kinds of 
goiter—the “toxic” (or poisonous) and the “non-toxic.” From a medical 
standpoint, there are three types that occur most frequently: 


Georgian 


(1) The “colloid” type—symmetrical enlargement uf the thyroid gland, 
where both sides of the neck are uniform, usually found in young girls, 
and usually passes away after adolescence is established.

(2) The “adenomatous” type—usually an uneven enlargement, more pro- 
nounced on one side and usually appears early in adult life. The most 
common type and about 25 per cent become “toxic,” if not properly treated,

Gum on postage stamps means a lot 
te the specialized collector. Some of 
the unused denominations of the early 
Iinited States issues. If they have 
the “original gum”. will command 
startingly high prices. 
In the first beginnings of stamp 


'making, not so much was known about 


the adhesive material placed on the 
back. As a result, many of the old 
unusued stamps have come down 
through the years with the gum mys- 
teriously missing.

One of the problems of stamp man- 
ufacture has been that of avoiding the 
curl to which postal paper is subject 
ghen gum is placed:-on the back. To 
overcome this difficulty, particularly 
in the case of stamps printed on ro- 
tary presses, the stamps are special- 
ly treated in the gumming process. 
This has-the effect of putting minute 
breaks in the gum so that the sheets 
will lie flat, 

The eftects of this operation often 
can be noted on mint stamps. The 
gum appears to have faint lines run- 
ning across its surface.

1616-17 ISSUES ARE SCARCER

NEW YORK, May 18.—(2)—Few 
are the modern collections—they could 
be counted on far less than the aver- 
age set of fingers — that con- 
tain in toto two groups of United 
States stamps, namely the postmaster 
provisionals and the Angust or first 
issue of i861. 

Not only are there a conparatively 
small number of some of the denomi- 
nations existence, but as a rule 
their current values run pretty birch. 

First Design Improved. 

The first 1861 issne owes its rarity 
mainly to the fact that it was auper- 
seded by a second issue = month or 
so jater due to a desire to improve 
upon the criginal designs to a cer- 
tain extent. In other words, it had 
little use, the catalog listing onlv two 
values in a used condition. These 
are the 10-cent dark green and the 
24-cent violet. The others cataloc 
from $1,800 a piece unused. A tota! 
of around $17,780 is quoted for the 
complete unused set. 

Another group of United States 
stamps, not so far back in years, is 
becoming hatder and harder to lo- 
cate in a complete set as time gues 
on. 

It comprises the issue listed in the 
catalog as that of 1916-17 and bears 
designs similar to the type first in- 
troduced in 1908. The head of Wash- 
ington is on the seven values from 

to 7 cents, inclusive, and the head 
of Franklin is on the 9 denomina- 
tions ranging from 9 cents to Sl. 

This set made its appearance at 
a time when experiments were un- 
der way both with the perforations and 
the type of paper used. The perfora- 
tion measures 10, while the paper is 
unwatermarked. 

A check through the 1916-17 issue 
quickly brings to light the fact that 
the listing omits the 30-center. Ap- 
parently enough of the previous print- 
ing were on hand to make its inclu- 
sion unnecessary. 

While the set does not command a 
high price when compared with other 
scarcities, collectors find as a rule 
that it is not always an easy matter 
to fill it in. Some of the most com-

Pilsudski, the ‘Libera- 
tor of the Poles,” had in recent years 
pursued a course of practical isola- 
tion. He played off the powers 
against each other, promised noth- 
ing, centered the bulk of his atten- 
tion on building up Poland's eco- 
nomic resources. 

Will Poland continue this policy? 
Will it enter into alliances, either 
with Germany or against it? Will it 
join in an eastern security pact? 

These were the questions the dip- 
lomats of Europe pondered. 

They were vital questions, For 
Poland, strategically, is the bridge 
between the east and the west in 
Europe. 

As Poland mourned 
Foreign Minister Pierre Laval, of 
France, was in Moscow. In con- 
versations with Josef Stalin and 
Foreign Affairs Commissar Maxim 
Litvinoff, he went over the French- 
Soviet pact of mutual assistance in 
the event of aggression. 

Too, they planned for the ‘East- 
ern Locarno” security pact of non- 
aggression and mutual assistance. 
They want the other nations 
cerned to adhere. But so far, Germ- 
any and Poland have refused. The 
reich has avowed its willingness to 
enter a non-aggression pact among 
eastern European powers; but Adolf 
Hitler will have none of the mutual 
assistance proposals.

Unique Advertising 
Campaign Started 
By U. S. Rubber Cc. 


An advertising campaign commeuid- 
able for both its theme and its scope 
is now being conducted by the-United 
States Rubber Company in behalf of 
U. S. tires. The theme is notable be- 
cause it is designed to incnrease tire 
buying rather than to wage arguments 
over which tire is best. The scope 
is laudable because the camnaign is 
the largest sponsored by the company 
in many years. 

F. B. Davis Jr., president of the 
rubber company, outlinéd the think- 
ing back of the campaign in the fol- 
lowing words: 

“Practically all tire advertising in 
the last few years has been of con- 
troversial nature. It has been deci- 
cated. to the idea that this tire is 
better than that one. Manufacturérs 
have been so intent on proving that 
their own products were superior to 
all others that they have overlooked 
the desirability and necessity of tell- 


ing the public it should buy new tires 


because new fires were needed. 

“Our campaign is not against other 
tires, but against our real competi- 
tors, old, worn tires. We are enden- 
voring to stimulate buying. The aver- 
age motorist buys a tire only when he 
has to. We are hoping to move up 
the act of buying a few months. so 
that new tires will be purchased bhe- 
fore, not after, tire failure has oe- 
curred. 

“Our theme, therefore, is that the 
old, worn tire is the real Public Enemy 
No. 1 and that it should be replaced 
with a dependable new tire. We chose 
the phrase Public Enemy No. J be- 
cause statistics gathered from reliable 
sources proves that old, worn tires 
take more human lives than the most 
merciless gangsters. To put this 
thought across, we are using more 
newspaper space than in any year 
since boom days.” 

Mr. Davis said the campaign made 
no attempt to needlessly scare the 
public, but, he said it was time to 
face the facts. 

_ “There were 36,000 persons killed 
in motor vehicle accidents last year,” 
Mr. Davis said. “This is a 16 per 
cent increase over the death total of 
1931, also 2,654 above the previous 
all-time high mark of 33,346 set in 
1931. In addition, there were more 
than 35,000 persons seriously injured 
In accidents which resulted from skid- 


| ding. 


“Many of these deaths and injuries 
could have been avoided if the cars 
had been equipped with tires with 
sharp treads which would have grip- 
ped the ground.

It was the second record-breaking 
flight made by Tomlinson and Bartels 
this week.

Today they smashed three existing 
world’s records and the nine Ameri- 
can and five international marks they 
set on Thursdays. 

_ In addition, they established Amer- 
ican records for which there had 
been no previous marks. 

On the first lap they surpassed two 
existing world’s records, that for 1,- 
000 kilometers with a 1,000-kilogram 
pay load and that for 100 kilometers 
with a 2,000-kilogram pay load. 

The completion of the second lap 
marked the breaking of the third in- 
ternational record. That for 2,000 
kilometers with a 200-kilogram pay 
load. The previous record for this 
distance and load was 158.606 miles 
an hour set on September 7, 1933, 
by the French fliers, M. Doret, cap-

there are other things in scouting than 
simply making the scoutmaster’s gray 
hairs increase, by futile attempts to 
get him interested in advancement, 
and then the day when the tenderfoot 
determines to take the plunge and 
pass his second-class tests. Having be- 
come thoroughly aroused, he lets 
nothing stand in the path he is tak- 
ing, at the end of which is the glory 
and honor conferred upon all boys 
reaching the first class rank. 
Vocational Guidance. 

Thus, after several years, or at least 
one year, of Scout work, the Scout 
is ready to take full advantage of the 
many opportunities to find vocational 
guidance in this program. It is unique 
in its operation. To mention any such 


| subject as a vocation in relation to the 


boy’s avocation would, without doubt, 
cause him to drop the whole matter 
two minutes after the discussion be- 
gan. Boys of Scouting age are not 
ready to think seriously of a vocation. 
They are still in that age _ period 
where the desire to become a fireman 
and policeman fill the days with 
thrills as they mentally dash fearless- 
ly into burning buildings. Subcon- 
sciously the arrangement of this pro- 
gram without mention of vocations, 
directs the boys’ attention to those 
particular subjects he finds himself 
most interested in. Thus we may find 
in just what direction his talents and 
interests lie. Call in the most emi- 
nent psychiatrists and psychologists 
to be found, they cannot but agree 
that this program is unsurpassed in 
development of a boy’s latent powers. 

Again, in the knowledge and satis- 
faction of achievement the boy gains 
materially. The very fact that his 
knowledge is greater than another's 
give-him a feeling of superiority that 
will go far in keeping him out of the 
slough of mental depression. 

As time brings about radical 
changes and new subjects for thought 
come into existence, this very pliable 
schedule molds itself to fit such 
changes, and goes along helping the 
ever-increasing number of scouts to 
become oriented. 


Over 100 Emblems. 
Now to get back to the badges meii- 


tioned earlier. For each of the over 


100 different subjects that are in- 
cluded in the program there is a sep- 
arate emblem. designed to convey to 
the observer the fact that the wearer 
of this particular badge is entitled to 
wear it because of proficiency in this 
subject. Unfortunately, however, the 
publie is lacking in knowledge per- 
taining to these badges. So it is that 
one of the most important parts of 
the scouting program is merely skip- 
ped over as just another honor that 
has been won, while the real signifi- 
cance is lost in the admiration given 
a small badge and handsome uniform 
signifying nothing but membership in 
the Boy Scout organization. The next 
time you see a scout. observe closely 
the merit badges he is wearing. Ask 
him a few questions about them: his 
answers will surprise you, as will his 
knowledge about the various subjects 
e has awards for. A close serutiny 
of his features will also disclose that 
air of confidence whiclr comes from 
the knowledge, and this knowledge is 
the result of an extensive study in 
the merit badge program.

indeed, could the poor two-day tour- 
ist do in the midst of the hurly-burly 
of a city rich in every of in- 
terest as Paris happens to be? Mr. 
Brangwyn's suggestions are excellent: 
First. note the Seine and its numerous 
bridges and how the city eut into 
two characteristic and very different 
sections. the “right bank” and the 
“left bank.’ Then drive from one end 
tn the other of the long thoroughfare 
that joins the Place de I'Btoile to the 
Place la Nation. because this bou- 
levard contains more “monuments and 
places of interest’ than any other. 
Next drive through the Bois de 
logne and the de Vincennes, 
get an idea of the marvelous park sys- 
tem of the city. Then take a stroll 
along the Avenue de Opera and the 
ln Paix, to see the shops, Be 
Notre Dame and St. 
the Ile de la Cite, 
the part of Paris. Go up to 
Montmartre, not to the “resorts, 
which are maintained solely for tour- 
amusement and have no relation 
to the life of a native Frenchman, but 
te view the wonderful panorama of 
the city from Sacre Coeur. Having 
spent your two days iu this way you 
will carry away something memorable, 
something that has the real flavor. 

If vou prefer seeing the museums 
instead of the eity itself, get a guide 
the Louvre to show you the rooms 
in which you are interested. 
Don't the Carnavalet, nor the 
Cluny, for in these two the history of 
Paris through the unrolled.

O most of us, blessed by sight, the 
visible world is a concrete, mat- 
ter-of-fact, taken -for- granted 
sort of proposition. “Seeing is believ- 
ing” is among our favorite aphorisms. 
To thousands, stricken blind during 
their youth or adulthood, the world is, 
visually, a place of memories. And to 
other thousands, blind since birth or 
babyhood, the world is a place only to 
be felt, heard, tasted, smelled—and 
imagined. 


This is the most mysterious of the 
worlds, for the lifelong blind have no 
basis of comparison with our own visible 
world by which they may tell us what 
they “see.” 


Only now and then, through the mod- 
ern miracles of surgical science, does 
there emerge one who, reared in that 
sightless world of imagination, is 
brought suddenly face to face with the 
actual visible world of the seeing. And 
of these few—a boy in Pennsylvania, a 
girl in New York, a scattered handful 


in other countries——perhaps the most ex- | 


citing in his potentialities, certainly the 


most interesting to psychologists, is the * 


latest to regain his sight—2l-year-old 
David Williams, of Deiniolen, Carnar- 
vonshire, Wales. 

Stricken blind before his second birth- 
day, David Williams now can see. And 
whereas the others who have regained 
their sight and whose reactions have 
been recorded have been delighted with 
this familiar visible world, David in the 
main is profoundly disappointed! 


Earl Musselman, 19-year-old Phila- 
delphian whose sight was restored after 
blindness since babyhood, found the 
world familiar enough in outline, for he 
hdd developed his sense of touch to a 
high degree. Only color amazed him. 


Gertrude Musier, 2l-year-old New 
York girl, had been reared to “see” 
through her fingertips. To her, when 
she regained sight, the faces of all 
human beings were “just too beauti- 
ful’; only such things as the city sky- 
scrapers—which she had thought “much 
thinner and taller”’—and the discovery 
that one couldn’t actually see the sun 
move across the sky, really surprised 
her. 

But David Williams, by his own asser- 
tion, “never liked to touch people.” And 
David, in statements made to friends 
and to newspaper men since his period 
of blindness ended, is by far the most 
articulate of the three. Moreover, David 
is now determined to be a painter! 

“I want,” he says, “to paint the world 
as I ‘saw’ it when I was blind.” 


And what was that world like? Well— 

“Once when I was blind I saw fire and 
knew that 1t was red. When they told 
mea person had a red face, 1 thought 
they looked like fire. 1 was frightened.” 

Red, of course, was the only color that 
lind David ever really saw. It was, op- 
tical experts agree, the brilliant light of 
the sun or other bright light, shining 
through the clouded retina of his eyes. 

“I gudged everything like that. / 
knew the taste of chocolate and had 
been told it was brown. When 1 was 
told a person was brown, | conceived 
him as looking like chocolate tasted. 
And 1 am not surprised by the color 
brown. It looks eractly as chocolate 
tastes.” 

Let the psychologists—who admit- 
tedly have not yet learned what a child 
of two years really “sees” and thus can’t 
say how much visual experience David 
remembered—figure out that relation- 
ship between color and taste! 

To David, our visible world is one in 
which indeed “every prospect pleases 
and only man is vile.” Color he finds 
marvelous. Trees and flowers are 
“much more lovely than I had imag 
ined.” 

“Il had thought of trees,” he says, “as 
going up straight like poles with sticks 
for branches and leaves stuck on fiat. 7 
hada a of flowers, too. When 
I thought of them, 1 conjured up a nar- 
row waren thread with a tiny cup on 
top. But flowers are really one of the 
things that are more beautiful and fas 
cinaiing to look at than anything | had 
wmagined. 

“In my blindness, all ! really saw was 
the sun-—when | looked straight at him 
He was red. That w why, perhaps, |

speaks bears, in description, a curious 
resemblance to some of the work of the 
modern painters. 

“When I first saw a human being,” he 
says, “Il wished to be blind again. But 


now I am getting used to 
faces. 

“T had never thought that 
a fine and pleasant man 
could be ugly, or an ugly 
man fine and pleasant. Sit- 
ting opposite some men, 
when I was blind, sometvmes 
frightened me. | imagined 
them with evil, leering faces, 
watching me and sneering. 
But people I knew and liked 
—and I knew them only by 
the sound of thew voices— 
were beautiful. | never 
imagined them as being old, 

or wrinkled, or shrunken.” 

Just what David’s conception of a 
human face might have been even he 
cannot Rereel on explain. Again, psy- 
chologists are at a loss to tell just 
much of a visual conception of anything 
is hereditary and how much the result 
of actual sight. As to the human body, 
David can be more specific.

“T had thought of them as thin-faced, 
with shapeless bodies, small and bundle- 
like. Now they are more beautiful than 
l had imagined—clear, shining faces, 
and a sort of goodness and purity seems 
to shine out of them, 

“Many of the beautiful dreams | had 
as a blind man have been shattered, yet 
l am finding new joys. 

“IT am frightened to touch thtngs, not 
because they will hurt me but because | 
do not understand them. But that will 
pass. Most wonderful of all is light. 1 
have studied light in Braille and have 
learned how the light rays were taken 
from my eyes and restored to them.

HE health of pearls, you know, is 
something like the health of peo- 
ple.

Due _ to 
her efforts, the people of Kansas 
are now incline to doubt, very 
strongly, that Chris Lavoo’s death 
was anything but murder. 

The suicide theory seemed weak 
form the start, for Lavoo’s home 
life was happy and his health ex- 
cellent. Employed for 18 years on 
the Missouri Pacific, he lived with 
his wife, son and two daughters 
at Pueblo, Col. A third daughter 
was married. The son had recently 
been graduated from high school 
and was emploved. 

A circumstance which may be 
significant is that Lavoo generally 
carried considerable cash on his 
person, and he owned several dia- 
mond rings. Diamonds. he told 
friends, were darn sight better in- 
ventments than phony oil stocks, 
or property in flood regions. 

On the afternoon of December 
9 1932, Lavoo kissed his family 
good-by, “highballed” his’ en- 
rineer, and left for his run to 
his lay-over in Horace, Kan. One 
of the worst blizzards of the win- 
ter was raging, and the mercury 
dipped to 20 below zero. The train 
was delaved. By evening it. still 
had not reached Horace. 

The dispatcher at that division 
point realized that if Lavoo’s train 
did not arrive before midnight an- 
other crew wiould have to be sent 
to relieve the conductor and his 
men, inasmuch as their 16 hours 
of duty would have expired and 
thev would be compelled to tie up 
the train for an eight-hour rest 
period unless relieved. 


Lavoo Signs Register, 


Retires to Quarters. 


But at 11:45 p. m. the 
limped into Horace, just before 
the eastbound passenger train 
pulled in. Ralph Newell, the Mis- 
souri Pacific agent on duty at the 
time, saw Lavoo enter the station. 
The conductor went to the register 
to sign it so that the call boy 
would know he was not to be call- 
ed for service until he and his 
crew has rested their allotted 
time. 

Lavoo always” slept :n_ his 
caboose when the train was in 
Horace. On this particular night 
it was run into the roundhouse 
track near the coal chutes. New- 
all said he saw no more of Lavoo 
that night, and he presumed that 
the conductor went out into the 
blizzard and made his way to the 
caboose. 

The following morning at 7:30 
Glenn Neil, a switchman, peered 
through a window of the car and 
saw Chris Lavoo, wearing his 
night clothes, crumpled in a cor- 
ner. Neil could see blood on La- 
voo’s clothes and on the rumpled 
bedding. 

He was dead, and the _ doors 
were locked. There was a bullet 
wound in the back of his head, 
and the weapon, a pistol, identi- 


train 


fied as one Lavoo had purchased 
from a Pueblo pawnbroker, lay by 
his side. One shell had been fired; 
the empty shell was still in the 
gun. Several valuable diamond 
rings and $138 in cash were found 
in a belt lving on the bunk. 

The circumstamces—the locked 
doors, the gun at his side, the 
presence of the rings and cash— 
indicated that Lavoo had ended 
his own life, either by accident or 
suicide. 

However, the wound was two 
inches below and to the left of the 
left ear—and Lavoo was right- 
handed. Also, he was known to be 
a carefree, kindly man, and his 
home life had been untroubled. If 
this was suicide, why had he fired 
the shot with his left hand? And 
what could have been his motive 
or taking his life? 
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The inquest was conducted by 
Dr. L. L. Huvener, Greeley county 
coroner, and after a brief investi- 
gation the jury decided that La- 
voo had dropped the pistol while 
he was cleaning it and that it was 
discharged when it struck the 
floor. The jury felt that it could 
not entertain a theory of foul play 
because of the locked doors. 

Mrs. Bertha Lavoo, the widow, 
was in Diller, Neb., where she had 
been called on business connected 
with her father’s estate, when she 
learned of her husband's death. 
She declared at once that her 
husband could not have commit- 
ted suicide and she refused to be- 
lieve that the death was accident- 
al. She had stopped for 10 min- 
utes at Horace, on her way to 
Nebraska, she said, and her hus- 
band had been in the best of 
spirits. It had been their twenty- 
seventh wedding anniversary. 

As for the accident theory. she 
stated that Chris has reassured 
her several times that the weapon 
was foolproof. It was a .38-caliber 
Colt automatic, with a squeeze 
trigger. In order to operate the 
firing pin it was necessary, he 
told her, to exert pressure on the 
back of the handle simultaneously 
with the trigger. 

“Mere dropping of the gun 
would never have caused it to dis- 
charge,” she asserted. 

She believed that her husband 
had about $300 in his possession 
when he died. However. were we to 
grant that he had that much 
money with him, why was it that 
the murderer left that $138? This 
was a detail which weakened the 
robbery motive tremendously. 

When the death certificate was 
prepared for filing in the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics at Topeka, the 
cause of the death was written 
down as “accident or homicide,” 
and it was then dispatched to Mrs. 
Lavoo. She added “or murder” and 
returned it to the Kansas authori- 
ties. 

After the funeral the widow be- 
gan her investigation. She found 
that there was a night-latch on 
one of the caboose doors. a latch 
which could be operated from the 
inside but which would automati- 
cally lock when the door’ was 
closed. She also learned that there 
was a Splotch of blood on the pil- 
low, although the body had been 
found on the floor. And she dis- 
covered what she believed was evi- 
dence of a struggle.

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It was an almost foregone con- 
clusion that Lavoo had been killed 
with his own gun. By this time, 
as so often happens in our sur- 
prisingly unenlightened land, the 
weapon had been handled by so 
many persgns that it was no long- 
er possible for fingerprint experts 
to test the gun for prints. (This 
is no slap at the authorities of 
Greeley county—the same» thing 
happened a depressing number of 
times in all parts of the country.) 

Mrs. Lavoo traced the numbers 


on the pistol to a pawnshop in 


Pueblo, where it had been sold 
December 15, 1931. However—and 
here we have another error in our 
system—there was no record of 
the purchaser. 

Within 35 days after she launch- 
ed her own inquiry the widow 
unearthed enough evidence to 
satisfy the Prudential Insurance 
Company that her husband's 
death was not suicide, and she re- 
ceived double indemnity on his 
insurance policies. She also re- 
ceived some fraternal benefits. 
Much of this money she was to 
spend in her determined effort to 
solvé the mystery. 
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She hired Walter Byron, a Den- 
ver investigator, who succeeded 
presently in having the body ex- 
humed. Examination again showed 
that it would have been highly 
improbable for a_ right-handed 
man to shoot himself behind and 
below the left ear. Moreover, there 
were no powder burns. ‘How could 
Lavoo have shot himself without 
leaving powder marks on_ the 
skin ? 

An attack of asthma forced Mrs. 
Lavoo to remain in her home for 
a short while. Then she conferred 
with a-friend, Warden Milt F. Am- 
rine, of the federal prison at 
Leavenworth. Amrine told her 
that he did not believe Lavoo had 
killed himself, but he doubted if 
She would uncover enough evi- 
dence to overthrow the verdict of 
accidental death. 


Authorities Feel 
She’s Wasting Money. 


At the warden’'s suggestion, the 
widow went to see Attorney-Gen- 
eral Roland Boynton, but he was 
out of the city,.so she laid her case 
before an assistant. No action re- 
sulted. The authorities sympa- 
thized with Mrs. Lavoo, but they 
believed she was wasting her 
money in this crusade to prove 
that her husband had met with 
foul play. Officers and friends ad- 
vised her to quit the hunt. 

But she would not. 

While on one of her many visits 
to Horace, Kan.. she heard men- 
tion of young Miles Ware, famil- 
iarly known as Steamboat Ware, 
usually without funds seemed to 
have considerable money shortly 
after Lavoo’s body was_ found. 
Perhaps the wish was father to 
the report, but anyway she follow- 
ed this lead. 

But the Greeley authorities were 
reluctant to arrest Ware on such 
slim evidence. Meanwhile, Mrs. 
Lavoo’s own investigator traced 
the youth to Marshfield. Mo. 

The widow again sought an au- 
dience with Attorney-General 
Boynton. He listened to her story 
and then asid: “Why, you poor 
woman! You should not have to 
spend any money to clear up this 
case. -Its a plain case of mur- 
der!” 

Boynton obtained an appropria- 
tion of $300 in state funds to as- 
sist county authorities in the in- 
vestigation. By that time Ware 
could not be located and the in- 
quiry again lumbered to a stand- 
still. Mrs. Lavoo continued to 
make many trips in her hunt for 
evidence but there appeared to be 
no more clues. 

During Christmas week, 1933, 
more than a year after the trag- 
edy, she conferred with Joe Ma- 
ness, investigator for the Wich- 
ita, Kan., police department, and 
he promised to take a leave of ab- 
sence in February and _ devote 
himself exclusively to the case. 
The widow also visited Governor 
Alf M. Landon, of Kansas and 
persuaded him to offer a reward 
for the arrest and conviction, or 
for information leading to the ar- 
and conviction, within one 
vear. 
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The Greeley County Courthouse in Tribune, Kan., was beset by a dust storm during 


the trial of Miles Ware (right), on a charge of murder. Judge was forced to 


adjourn the proceedings and soon after trial was resumed the prosecutor contracted 
pneumonia and died, a victim of the dust.

Steamboat Ware 


Is Arrested. 


Late in February Charles Lavoo, 
the young son, went from Pueblo 
to Horace to meet his mother and 
Investigator Maness. On the way 
he learned from Switchman Neil. 
who had found the body that 
frigid morning more than 14 
months before, that Steamboat 
Ware was working in Tribune, 
Kan. AS soon as Maness arrived 
at Horace they proceeded to Tri- 
bune and the 23-year-old suspect 
was taken into custody. 
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According to Maness, the youth 
confessed and implicated two 
other men, one of whom, Albert 
Stambach, was picked up a few 
days later at Paolo, Kan. No re- 
porters were present when the al- 
leged confessions were obtained 
but it is said that Martin F. 
Trued, Greeley county attorney, 
and Sherriff Harold C. Smith 
aided in getting the statement 
from Ware. 

The officials said. that Ware 
told them that on the night of 
December 9, 1932, he and Stam- 
bach and another man met in 
front of the Y. M. C. A. building 
in Horace and one of them said, 
“Come on, let’s go!” 

“I did not know where we were 
going and even after we turned 
west up the tracks toward the 

roundhouse I didn’t know what 
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the other iciluws we.e up io,” they 
quoted him as saying. 

One of the trio remained out- 
side while Ware and Stambach 
entered the caboose, the alleged 
confession continued. Lavoo has 
retired for the night. Stambach 
shouted, “‘“Hand up!” Lavoo reach- 
ed for the gun under his pillow.

Ware, said the officials, denied 
that it was he who fired the shot 
but admitted he was in the cabin. 

As for Stambach, he denied any 
knowledge of the Lavoo killing, 
but confessed that he had been 
implicated in the deaths of two 
tramps killed in the summer of 
1932. He and Ware had been walk- 
ing through the railroad yards 
near Horace when thev were ac- 
costed by Clarence Steele and 
John Meadow, hoboes. 

“You're the special agents that 
kicked us off a train near Tri- 
bune, ain't you?” one of the men 
said. 


These were fighting words. 
Steele and Meadow were knocked 
unconscious. According to Stam- 
bach, they fell across the tracks— 
and that was how it happen the 
two were run over by the next 
train.

Under the Wings of Peace

HREE score and ten anni- 

versaries have come and 

gone over the lonely hills 
and quiet plains of Appromattox 
since General Robert E. Lee and 
his broken band of devoted fol- 
lowers met their Waterloo in that 
last desperate effort to join forces 
with Johnson, and retrieve the 
fortunes of the Southern Con- 
federacy. Three score and ten 
seasons of remembering, and dec- 
orating the graves in the little 
Appomattox cemetery, where lie 
the undisturbed dust, both Blue 
and Gray, of those whose lives 
were the final sacrifice on the 
altar of peace. 


Monument erected at Appomat- 
tox to North Carolina's dead, bear- 
ing the inscription ‘First at 
Bethel: Farthest to the front at 
Gettysburg and Chicamauga; Last 
at Appomattox.” 
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Marker which stands on the 
spot where Lee bade farewell to 
his army (except those who were 
going toward Richmond and would 
accompany him on his homeward 
journey) on the morning of 
April 10, 1865. 


As one wanders slowly over the 
little village and its adjoining 
fields and woods, the most im- 
pressive characteristic of the 
whole place is its “Befo’ de Wah’ 
atmosphere—an air of pensive - 
poignant memory. which is sad, 
yet sweet; an atmosphere that en- 
velopes one in the spirit of the 
Confederacy, and holds one in 
utter thrall as he walks with Lee 
through the Valley of Humilia- 
tion in that early April of long 
ago 

Four old brick buildings and 
several decaying frame ones re- 
main of the Appomattox as it 
was at the time of the surrender. 
The old brick tavern which was 
the village hotel and tavern for 
the noted Richmond-Lynchburg 
stage coach line of ante-bellum 
days in Virginia, stands first. 
Back of the tavern is the delapi- 
dated brick kitchen, where 
“Mammy” prepared the beaten 


biscuit and southern fried chicken, 
which’ delighted the palate of 
many a judge and attendant at 
those famous rural holidays— 
county court days—while “Uncle” 
served the indispensable mint 
julep with Chesterfieldian grace. 

Not far from the tavern, stands 
a worn law office, also of brick. 
Here in the olden days Colonel 
Poe sought to straighten the 
threads of many a legal tangle, 
for clients who long since have 
been sleeping in lonely country 
graveyards, unmindful of verdicts, 
so eagerly sought then. 

Across the village green (where 
once stood the brick court house, 
burned some years after the war) 
remains the stalwart old brick 
jail. It's iron bars are intact, tho’ 
many a year has passed since de- 
linguent feet passed over its 
threshold. 

A few desolate frame buildings, 
among them the combination 
store and postoffice of the sur- 
render time, make up the rest of 
the village. for Appomattox is a 
Rip Van Winkle village, having 
slept not 20, but more than three 
score years. Perhaps in all the 
southland, there is not another 
village where time has left the 
environment of the place so un- 
disturbed. 

Across the Memorial bridge 
over the Appomattox river, lovely 
in its chaste simplicity, well up 
on a rolling hill to the east, one 
comes to the site of the camp oc- 
cupied by General Lee from Sat- 
urday evening, April 8, to Tues- 
day morning, April 11, 1865. Here, 
in the light and shadow of the 
sunlit forest is the marker which 
designates the sacred spot where 
Lee met his Gethsemane. For 
beyond doubt, it was while camp- 
ing here on the night of April 8,

deaths. In July, 1933, a jury con- 
victed him of second degree man- 
slaughter, and he was sentenced 
to two to five years in the Kansas 
penitentiary. He was tried in this 
case rather than in the Lavoo 
case because in the latter killing 
the authorities had only Ware's 
purported confession that Stam- 
bach shot the conductor. 

The other man named by Ware 
was arrested, but won his release 
after three months. 

Miles Ware's trial last month 
was conducted under difficulties. 
Great rolling clouds of dust swoop- 
ed down upon Tribune, filing the 
court room and causing Judge Ev- 
ans to adjourn court because it 
was difficult to breathe or even 
see the principals in the case. As 
soon as the dust storm abated 
the trail was resumed. 

Then County Attorney D. R. 
Beckstrom, heading the prosecu- 
tion, became ill and died of pneu- 
monia, contracted after dust had 
congested his lungs. 


Ware based his defense on an 
alibi that he was not near the 
scene of the tragedy and that the 
so-called confession had been ob- 
tained under duress and by means 
of a promise of freedom. The 
state introduced the _ prisoner’s 
statements, and state. witnesses, 
several railroad employes, swore 
they had seen the defendant in 
the roundhouse the night of the 
alleged crime. 


Mrs. Lavoo reviewed her long 
search. 

Merle A. Gill, balistics expert, 
testified that in his opinion La- 
voo was slain with his own gun, 
but that it could not have been 
fired accidently by a fall on the 
floor. The gun simply could not 
have been fired unless pressure 
had been exerted on the back of 
the handle. 

But if this as murder, then the 
solution is still a mystery, for after 
18-hours the jury, on April 14, re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty.

Jesus then taught in the temple, putting to silence 
the priests and the elders who questioned His authority and rebuking them by the parable of the two sons, recorded in Matthew xxi, 
28-32, Jesus also told the parable of the wicked husbandman, recorded in Matthew xxi, 33-46, as well as in Mark xii, 1-12 and in Luke xx, 
9-16.

And when the 
king came in to see the guests, he saw there a man which had not on a wedding garment: And he saith unto him, Friend, how camest 
thou in hither not having a wedding garment? And he was speechiess. Then said the king to the servants, Bind him hand and foot, and 
et ag (Org cast him into outer darkness; there shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth. For many are called, but few are chosen.”

No. 198—"The Prediction of the Second Coming.’"—When the Pharisees sought to entangle Jesus with questions and asked Him con- 
cerning the payment of tribute, Jesus perceived their wickedness and told them to “render unte Caesar the things which are Caesar's; 
and unto God the things that are God's.” He then confuted the Sadducees who sought to trap Hin with. questions concerning the resur- 
rection and the lawyer who came tempting Him with a question: “Master, which is the great commandment in the law? Jesus said unto 
him, Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy mind. This is the first and great com- 
mandment. And the second is like unto it, Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” Matthew xxii, 36-39. The incident of the widow’s 
mite occurred at this time in the temple, Mark xii, 41-44, and in Luke xxi, 1-4. Matthew xxiv and Mark xiii say that Jesus then went to 
the Mount of Olives, where He foretold to His disciples the destruction of Jerusalem and the signs of coming judgment, both teachings 
being recorded in the first three Gospels. Today's illustration is based upon that phophecy, and is the 198th in the Matthew Merian’'s 
story of the Bible in pictures, engraved in 1625-1630. Jesus said in part, “And ye shall hear of wars and rumors of wars: see that ye be 
not troubled: for all these things must come to pass, but the end is not yet. For nation shall rise against nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom: and there shall be famines, and pestilences, and earthquakes, in divers places. All these are the beginning of sorrows.” Mat- 
thew xxiv, 6-8. And again He said, “And this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in all the world for a witness unto all nations; 
and then shall the end come.” Matthew xxiv, 14. “And then shall appear the sign of the Son of man in eaven: and then shall all the 
tribes of the earth mourn, and shall see the Son of man coming in the clouds of heaven with power and great glory. And he shall send His 
angels with a great sound of a trumpet, and they shall gather together His elect from the four winds, from one end of heaven to the 
other.’

PERFECT PARTNERSHIP

FPTER hundreds of games 
A of bridge the dyed-in-the- 

wool contract player gets 
pretty fussy about partners. His 
quest for good ones leads him far 
afield. Habit has obscured his 
vision; custom has shortened his 
view. Seldom does he realize the 
perfect partner may be sitting 
just across the table. 

In the baby days of contract, 
players argued among themselves 
in a friendly fashion for educa- 
tional purposes—to cdrrect the er- 
rors of their game. There was 
much difference of opinion but 
the expression of it lacked acri- 
mony. 

As the game grew in popular- 
ity new systems of bidding were 
introduced, causing partisanship. 
Arguments grew into disputes. 
Post-mortems added fuel to the 
fire of partnership § dissension. 
Where formerly partners argued 
to learn, they now differed to 
boast, each feeling his own 68u- 
periority. 

This condition of affairs was 
by no means singular—just a 
natural human reaction based 
upon the courage of conviction. 
Unfortunately, these debates as- 
sumed importance out of all pro- 


portion to any educational value 
they might have. Contract cou- 
ples were split asunder, each play- 
er feeling that he was worthy of 


better bridge co-operation. This 
began a period of new pair align- 
ments and alliances, the hunt for 
the perfect partner. 

The knowledge of contract has 
become widespread, the oppor- 
tunities for play, unlimited. Du- 
plicate games have provided full 
scope for proving theories. The 
desire for laurels has been satis- 
fied and e&thusiastic participants 
can look upon competitive play 
without getting excited about it. 
It has become a means of diver- 
sion rather than a chance to ex- 
ploit personal skill. 

The better players of today 
know the detrimental effect of 
“calling” the partner for errors in 
bidding or play. It comes hard, 
at first, to undo that which has 
almost become a habit. But ex- 
perience proves the change to be 
invaluable. 

Now, praise takes the place of 
censure, encouragement has been 
substituted for cavil. This change 
in partnership attitude has made 
for better bridge and greater en- 
joyment. Above all, it has made 
every player of comparable caliber, 
a perfect player.
